as Aylesworth, K.C., Toronto, may be ap

gpour as one of Canada’s represenin- 
tives on ‘be Alaskan boundary irib- 
gnal, was a welcome surprise to Angio- 
Oanadians, who regard the choice as an 
excellent one. 

Mr. Aylesworth’s recent arguments 
before the judicial committee of the 
privy council, showed him to be a 
strong man, apd Canada needs two 
sirong commussioners, for rumor says 
that the Pritish cabinet does not con- 
gider the Alaskan boundary question 
important enough overt which to quar- 
rel with the United States, . 

The current rumor here is that the 
fore chief justice ts going to decide 
against the Dominion when the {ime 
oomes for the tribunal to give its 
award.
